ZANZIBAR, December 19.—In pursuance of 

e Sultan’s orders, four natives who were 

waiting trial for murder were horribly and 

suelly executed in the streets of the town, 
their heads cut off and the bodies left where 
they had fallen, exposed and unguarded, until 
the evening of the day of execution. 
The Sultan bas also ordered that twenty-four

THE LACKAWANNA’S OVERFLOW. 
Pa. — 


Damage to Properity at Scranton, 
Bridges Washed Away. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcu. 

RANTON, Pa., December 19.—Early yester- 
day morning the Lackawanna River, which 
runs through this city overflowed its banks 
and destroyed considerable property in the 
Southern part of Scranton and all along the 
valley. The rise was so rapid that it flooded a 
thickly populated section entirely before the 
people had time to leave their homes, and 
many persons were rescued in doats. 
Several famiiles were 80 dazed by 
the strange occurrence that they could 
scarcely realize the situation which 
confronted them as they were called hur- 
riedly from their beds and urged away from 
the rushing tide that had already risen in some 
places as high as the door-steps. The Lacka- 
wanna, which is an insignificant stream in 
summer time, is easily swollen, as it receives 
the drainage from the elevated country on 
each side of the valley for several miles and 
the culm heaps by which its course has been 
obstructed of late years at many points crowd 
it out of its natural channel. In addition to this, 
the Central Raiiroad of New Jersey encroached 


on the river bed in building ite new tracks on 
the west side of the stream ashort time ago, 
and to this circumstance more than any other 
is due yesterday morning’s destructive flood. 
The first information thatthe river was rush- 
ing into the thickly populated portion of 
South Scranton was spread at 1:30in the morn- 
ing anda wild scene of excitemet ensued as 
startied fathers and frantic mothers plunged 
into the freezing water with their little ones 
and endeavored to carry off their 
valuables. In some places escape was 
cut off as the water was six feet deep 
and the people had to take refuge on upper 
floors until rescued by boats that were plied 
by ayoung man named Daniel Murray and 
several assistants, who worked till late in the 
day carrying the people to a place of safety. 

At Meadow Brook on the outskirts of the 
city, where another stream joins the Lacka- 
wanna, barns, cows and pigs were 
carried away in the rushing torrent, 
and the people had narrow, escapes. 
The De'eware & Hudson track near the 
Scranton street mill was washed away. At 
Siocum Flats a dwelling was separated from 
the main land, the flood cleaving out a wide 
channel around it, and leaving it isolated on 
an island. The Jersey Central tracks on the 
west side of the river were washed away to 
the extent of about a mile and the company’s 
bridges were dismantied and destroyed. All 
travel was suspended during the day on this 
road and a number of trains are 
laying below Minooka. The flood did 
mach damage at several other points along 
the valiey, and the loss, which it is impossible 
to estimate, will be great. When the Jersey 
Central Co, was buliding its road on the bank 
of the river sometime ago the property-own- 
ers in that part of the city protested and the 
company executed a bond for $50,000 to in- 
demnify them against loss. Several suits for 
damages aggregating a much larger sum than 
this will be commenced at once by the indig- 
nant citizens whose property has been injured 
and whose lives were placed in*peril by yes- 
day's flood,

The utter lack of regurd for the interests 
of the people in the failure of the Munic- 
pal Assembly to provide for the proper 
cleansing of the streets is strikingly mani- 
fest at the present time. 

The controversy over the bid for the 
street-sweeping contract was started 
months ago. Sjnce then the streets have 
been swept by hand. They have been 
swept, but not cleansed. Brooms and 
hoes have been lightly passed over the 
surface, leaving constantly increasing 
collections of soil and rubbish until in dry 
weather the clouds of dust argjunbear- 
able and in wet weather the mud is insuf- 
ferable. One of the two evils is always 
present, and yet the wretched farce of 
street-cleaning has cost far more than if 
the original contract for street-sweeping 
by machines had been accepted. 

The prospect for relief is gloomy. The 
Municipal Assembly has dallied with 
the supject in a blundering, idi- 
otic way until the actual coming 
of long-delayed winter makes it doubtful 
ifthe streets can be improved without 
heavy cost. Continued cold would ren- 
der it impossible to sweep away the dirt 
and rubbishand the addition of snow or 
sleet would increase tenfold the discom- 
fort of their condition. 

The members of the Municipal As- 
sembly who are responsible for the sit- 
uation are as great disgraces to the city as 
the streets are.

How 
much money it lost thereby depends on 
the rate prevailing in that office; perhaps 
our estimate of $9 a column is excessive.

take, they desire to have the co-opera- 
tion of the other roads and toreach an 
agreement meetings of the representatives of 
all the roads coming into St. Louis have been 
held in Saratoga, New York and Philadelphia. 
It is now understood that the meetings have 
resulted in an ugreement by which all the 
roads, the Bridge & Tunnel Co. and the Union 
Depot Co. will be united in a new Unon 
Depot company, and as soon as the company 
can be organized, work on the new depot will 
be begun. 

The property on which the present depot 
now stands was bought by a syndicate of Cin- 
cinnati capitalists, of which the principal 
members were Shoemaker, Kinsley and Clem- 
ens, allofwhom ure now dead, for $840.000, 
and $400,000 of improvements were put up 0D 
it, making the total cost $1,200,000.

lines obtained a fifteen-year lease, and the 
conditions were that they should pay to the 
syndicate 10 per cent per annum, payable 
quarterly, on the cost ofthe property, and at 
the expiration of the lease should have the 
privilege of buying the property at what it 
cost the syndicate. 

They then formed the Union Depot Co. and 
Mur. Gould obtained a controlling interest in it, 
buying the stock at $1.10, though it was under- 
stood that it was worth $1.50,and no one but Mr, 
Gould could get itfor less, The lease will ex- 
pire in March, 1889, and the lessees must 
buy or lose the option which they hold on the 
proverty for $1,200,000, at which price it is said 
to be a great burgain, as it has pr! in- 
creased in vaiwe since the purchase of it by the 
syndicate fifteen years ago.

CITY HALL. | 


The Bill Which Threatens to Hurt Gas Stocks 
Has Som Queer Experiences—Mr. Alt’s 
Motions and How They Worked—What’s 
the Matter With Council Bill Ne. 38?— 
A Mystery. 


ICUSSION of the gas 

problem in the City 

Council gast night by 

City Counselor Bell 

partially brought to 

notice a City Hall mys- 

tery.

Counciiman Biakely 

said he had introduced 

such a bill last May, and 

it bad gone to the House of 
Delegates, but further than this, he knew 
naught of its fate. Secretary McDonald cor- 
roberated the Councilman’s statement the 
bill had been introduced May 18, 1888, 
and as its backing showed, had been speedily 
passed. Several of the members had 
heard that it bag struck asnag in the House of 
Delegates, but knew nothing of the details. 
To-day the missing bill was located. It 
is nothing less than a measure looking 
towards lighting the city, public buildings and 
public places with electricity, twelve months 
hence, at the expiration of the contracts which 
now bind the city. Its importance is beyond 
question to every resident of St. 
Louis, but it probably is of pecu- 
liar importance to the Gas Trust 
and the outside holders of gas stock, which 
would be considerably depreciated by thé 
passage of the bill. On ite face it is so de- 
cidedly a bill for the public good that it would 
not be wise to fight it openly, 
and it would be particularily un- 
wise if its defeat could be 
accomplished quietly. At present it seems to 
be the Intention to do away with it in a style 
that will entitle it to acertificate of death 


from natural causes rather than to remove it 
violently, and bring down on the transaction 
the scrutiny of a Coroner’s inquest by the 
public. 

THE BILL 
is as follows: 

An ordinance to provide for lighting the city 
north of Keokuk street with electricity fora 
term of twenty years from January 1. 1890. 

Beit ordained by the Municipal Assembly of 
the City of St. Louls as follows: 

Seo. The Board of Public Improve- 
ments ishereby authorized and directed to 
advertise for thirty dxys in the neuspapers 
doing the city printing in St. Louis and in 
such newspaper in New York asthe Mayor 
shall desixnate for proposais to light the 
streets, public places and such public 
buildings as may be designated 
in the two following districts 
of the City of St. Louis 
with electricity for the term of twenty years 
from January 1, 1890. The forms and econdi- 
tions governing said bids, the manner of 
making and opening the same,and the deposit 
required shall be determined by said board 
and shall be set forth in detail in sald adver- 
tisemeut. Ihe right to reject any and 
all bids shall be reserved by the city, and

be porthern district shall comprise 
all territory in the — of 
St. Louls north of a line coincident 
with the southern line of Washington avenue, 
extending from the eastern to the western

line coincident with the southern line of 
Keokuk street, extending from the eastern to 
the western boundaries, as said boundaries 
may now or hereafter exist.

THE COsT OF A PLANT. , 
City Counselor Bell Preparing a New Gas 


Ordinance. fal 


City Counselor Bell and Counctiman Blake- 
ly held a short conference to-day on the form 
of the proposed ordinance relative to the 
purchase or establishment ofa gas works to 
be operated by the city after January 1, 1890. 
The City Counselor will pre- 
pare a bill embodying all the 


plans suggested inthe discussion of the proj- 
vot in a committee of the whole, as they are 
not conflicting. The question of cost is not so 
serious as was at first supposed.
